It struci 
first three miles east of Lincoln and 
lifted all the water out of Deer creek, 
leaving a dry bed a mile in length. 
It demolished three 
residences in 


that region, injured a score of per- 
sons and partly wrecked a 
large 


number of other buildings. 


Three' miles from Atwood the tor- 


nado killed a baby in its mother's 
arms, injured several persons and de- 
stroyed several residences and barns. 


Full details of the extent of dam- 


age done have not been received. 
Rescuing parties - are hurrying into

Reports .at hand show that when 


the tornado. «wooped down on iteer 
creek its coming had been heralded 
by the appearance of. the 
clouds. 


Many of the residents had taken to 
cellars in the belief'that'tiieir homes 
would not withstand the storm.

Baldwin, where an Easter party was 
gathered; Supervisor Adam Scha- 
nauer, of Lincoln township, and Au- 
gust Knecht All these houses were 
swept away.

brick house "was destroyed, as well as 
other buildings.

The Reina Christina Shown to

Manila, April 13.—The warship 


Reina Christina, flagship of Admiral 
Montejo, which was sunk by Ad- 
miral D«wey in Manila bay, • was 
floated and beached yesterday. The 
skeletons of about eighty of her crew 
were found in the hulk. 


One skeleton evidently was that of 


an officer, for it had a sword by its 
side. 


There are fifteen shell holes in the 


hull of the Reina Christina, one made 
by an eight-inch and the others 
small. 


The main injection valve is miss- 


ing, showing the ship was scuttled 
when Admiral Montejo abandoned 
her. The hull is in fair condition.

"It has been suggested that at our 


annual meetings there shall be pre- 
sented something in the nature of a 
report which should 
give 
a brief 


•ketch of what had been accomplished 
in the home during the year. 


"The past year has been conspicu- 


ous by reason of the excellent health 
and increased comfort of all those 
connected/ with the institution. The 
harrassing and annoying experiences 
of previous years have been almost 
entirely lacking. This has been due 
largely to the greatly improved con- 
ditions under which the work of the 
home has been carried on. 
"The renting of the property adjoin- 
ing the home has resulted in alL.tho 
good that was anticipated. It gave 
us the increased garden space that 
was so much needed and which was 
utilised to such good advantage that 
a plentiful supply of vegetables was 
obtained through the entire summer. 
In conjunction with our regular gar- 
'den space enough vegetables were se- 
cured for winter use. t» last until tha 
first of February. The long cherished 
plan of having our own scnool has at 
last been realized and its advantages 
have justified the efforts made to se- 
cure it. The first floor of the build- 
ing was divided into two large rooms, 
one of which constitutes the school 
room proper. 
The other serves -for 


possible we keep la touch with th« 
children placed in private homes eith- 
er by visitation or correspondence, tx- 
cept when the children are legally 
adopted, in which treat our responsi- 
bility ceases.

Blodgett, staff correspondent of the 
Indianapolis News, writes as follows 
from Columbia City: 


"This beautiful little city, with its 


wide, bricked streets, beautiful parks 
and handsome homes, is a good ex- 
ample of the municipal ownership 
problem. It has its own water works 
and electric light plant and its pea- 
pie are delighted with it. A move- 
ment will soon be started to double 
the capacity of. both plants, the re- 
sult of the natural increase of the 
city. 
The two plants are operated 


jointly, one set of men for both. 


"The electric light plant was put 


in by a priate company for the city 
in 1898, the original cost being $23^- 
500. Up to that time the city had 
been paying about $80 a light on a 
midnight schedule for 
thirty-five 


lights. 
When the plant went into 


operation the number of arc lights 
was increased to fifty. 
' "They were burned on an all night 
schedule and at a cost of $28 a light. 
The plant also furnishes 4,710 in- 
candescent lamps for commercial 
lighting and there is but one store- 
room in the city that is not lighted 
by electricity.

The foreign office hac issued a re- 


port upon the meerschaum mining 
indvurtry of Turkey, says the London 
Exprew. This product, which is ex- 
tensively utilized for th« manufac- 
ture of pipes, is almost entirely con- 
fined to Turkey. The meerschaum 
can be mined by any person at Sair- 
sou, Sepetdje, Ghelki and Meniou on 
payment of 5 pias to the administra- 
tion of mines—the' cost of a permit 
The mines of Sair-sou are situated ar 
a distance of about seventeen miles 
to the east of Eskichehir. . The pit at 
Sair-sou was opened twenty years 
ago, but today there are 8,000 mines 
opened, of which, 
however, only 


2,000 ari worked, the remainder hav- 
ing been abandoned. 
Some 
4,009 


miner* work these mines, and every 
Friday fi market is held at which 
they dispose of th« blocks of meer- 
schaum they have extracted during 
the week. For th« accommodation of 
the workmen some 1,000 huts have- 
been erected. 


At Sepetdje, about eighteen miles 


to the northeast of Eskichehir, there 
are some 20,000 pits in a. space of 
•ix miles, of which only 150 are 
worked, all the others being ex- 
hausted. It i? said that these mines 
were opened 1,000 years ago, which 
ia not incredible, as it is well known 
that magneda WHS formerly UMd for 
many purpose* other than the fabri- 
cation of pipes: moreover, fuller's 
«*rth used to to worked on a vast 
scale by the ancients. The meer- 
schaum mines are worked by soroa 
600 miners, who jive In the surround- 
ing village*. At Gheikl, in- the 
neighborhood of Sepetdje, there are 
3,000 pits, of •wfhich only 100 are 
worked, giving employment to 400 
miners. 


The only placs whew the adminis- 


tration of mines authorized, meer- 
schaum to be extracted is Meniou, 
and here there are only twenty pit* 
actually worked by 100 workmen, 
The working of these meeirschaurB. 
deposits, called fhe Eskichehir mines, 
which were formerly actively worked, 
is leduced to 1,700 pits, giving work 
to'some 5,000 miners, the greater 
proportion of whom are Kurds and 
Persians. These deposits are. worked 
on the following primitive systems:

More than 1,100 persons are occu- 


pied in cleaning and shaping these 
blocks, which, after being thoroughly 
cleaned, are separated into 
four 


classes, according to size and qual- 
ity. 
These blocks beinp ready for 


sale, a bareain is struck between tb.2 
pipe manufacturers and the commis- 
sion ascents and merchants of Es- 
kicliehir. of -whom there are about a 
dozen. The latter then pack 
the 


blocks of thrse four classes with very 
great care into toxes of eemal size, 
•each block beine wrapped in cotton 
to avoid any friction or shock be- 
tween the pieces. 


The actual annual output of thesa 


mints varies from 120 to 150 tons. 
The Eskichehir.meerschaum is very 
highly prized on account of its su- 
perior quality, nnd these deposits, 
notwithstanding that they have been 
worked for centuries, are still con- 
sidered to be inexhaustible.

Jim says he does ton road brougnt twenty-five men from 


Not an Accident, But an Edu- 


cational Affair with Rail- 


way Men as Students. 


In speaking about the speed of the 


modern passenger engine, and par- 
ticularly the big flyers now hauling 
passenger trains on the western di- 
vision of the Pennsylvania, a railway 
man said recent improvements in that 
way were not as marked as were the 
Improvements made in the early '70's. 
though the engine of that day is a 
diminutive affair compared with the 
up-to-date passenger engine of today. 
The accompanying picture represents 
engine 199, designed by Master Me- 
chanic Boono and built in the Fort 
Wayne shops while that gentleman 
presided there. It was designed espec- 
ially for the "limited," which was 
placed on the road shortly afterwards, 
aud In speed and hauling capacity it 
eclipsed all former engines in a far 
'greater degree than the big E-2 engines 
of tortay eclipse tLe class X and en- 
gines of a similar type. The 199 was 
an eight-wheeler, with 66-inch drivers, 
carried a maximum steam pressure of 
ISO pounds and weighed 36 tons—justa 
little more than one-third the weight 
of the E-2; In her early days this en- 
gine was handled by Engineer Tony 
Kelker and she was his pet. • The best 
train on the road'in those days was 
No. 1, which was hauled by this en- 
gine, and the first fast run of note was 
made September 10,1870, shortly after 
the'.engine had gone into service. On 
that occasion. No. 1, which was' made 
lip of four cars, made the run from this 
city to Chicago, 148 miles, in two hours 
•and forty-seven and a half minuten, 
Including eleven stops, beating all 
previous''fast'runs and attracting at- 
tention from all parts of the railway
